EDITORIAL | 
National Getting Together 


No,3,—The Western Viewpoint 


The present day Western viewpoint 
in regard to matters which are the 
eubject of sharp differences of opinion 
between East and West, is the cul- 
mination of conflicting views on num- 
€rous issues covering a period of 
years, and has not been. arrived at 
hastily. It has its foundation on a 
deep-rooted conviction that the East} 
looks upon the West as the home of 
an inferior people, a lot of wild agit- 
‘ators who are ready and willing to 
destroy Eastern industry to gain 
their own ends, a conviction that the 
East acts on the principle that the 
West should: be humbly thankful for 
anything the East may see, fit to 
grant it. This conviction has result- 
ed from past events, some of which 
it may. be well to refer to briefly. 

As pointed ‘out in a previous ar- 
ticle, the East holds the view that it} 
built the C.P.R. for the benefit of the 
West, and that the East has borne 
the burden of the national cost of 
that undertaking.. The West, on the 
other hand, points to the fact that it 
is paying its full share of the cost of 
the cash grants made to,the C.P.R., 
that the West contributed the whole 
of the land grants which were many 
times more valuable than the cash 
grants, that upon the West was laid 
the whole burden of the tax exemp- 
tions ‘granted that system, and that 


ithe behest of the manufacturers, de- 


for many long years the West was 
compelled to pay much ~ higher 
‘freight and passenger rates than were 
imposed on the East. 

The West feels that tte “Eastern 
provinces, while enjoying full posses- 
sion, of their own natural resources, 
withholds these from the Western 
provinces, while at the same time the 
federal authorities have done little or 
nothing to develop those resources 
beyond its free homestead policy, The 
result is that the West is suffering 
because its coal, oil, forest, water 
power, and other natural resources 
‘have not been developed, and West- 
ern people are compelled to import 
vat great expense necessities of life 
“which could be produced in the 
“West. 


-made to point out some steps which 


Particularly does the West feel bit- 
ter over the treatment accorded it in 
connection with the customs _ tariff. 
The West does not desire to des- 
troy or even embarrass the manufac- 
turing industries of the East, but it 
does feel that the East is taking an 
undue advantage’ of the_tariff protec- 
tion afforded their manufactures to 
impose heavy burdens on Western 
producers, and that, while accusing 
the West of a desire to destroy East- 
ern industry, the East itself is quite 
careless of the effect of the tariff on 
all Western development and _ pros- 
perity. While this feeling has exist- 
ed for some time, it did not become 
general in the West until the East, at 


feated the reciprocity agreement 
which dealt principally with the nat- 
ural products of and markets for 
the West and hardly touched manu- 
factures at all. The attitude of the 
East on this question is regarded as 
having been absolutely selfish. 

Finally, the West resents the habit- 
ual attitude of mind in the East 
which accuses Western people with 
lack of patriotism and open disloyalty 
because they, as free Canadian citi- 
zens, in a legitimate and constitution- 
al manner, advocate and support, cer- 
tain policies which the East does not 
like, 

On the other hand, the West is 
sick and tired of the perpetual race 
and creed quarrel which exists be- 
tween Ontario ‘and Quebec, and 
which, for partizari purposes, is drag- 
ged to the very forefront of one 
group of politicians or another group 
whenever any great national policy is 
to be determined at the polls, . and 
the issue is thereby switched from 
the main track and the national de- 
velopment and welfare of all Canada 
bedevilled. The.East may enjoy this 
style of administering Canada’s  af- 
fairs, but the West has come to re- 
cognize that it is the basic cause of 
the slowness of (Canada’s growth in 
population and national development 
and largely responsible for the lack 
of any permanent, well considered 
national policy. 

In the management of their own 
provincial affairs, the people of the 
West have-shown themselves ener- 
getic, progressive and buginess-like. 
They have grappled with and solved 
exceedingly difficult problems, the 
solving of which rested with them- 
selves. It has only been in connec- 
tion with problems, the solving of 
which rested with the federal Parlia- 
ment, in which the East has the pre- 
ponderating power, that thé Wet 
has found itself faced with a stone 
wall of obstacles. If this situation 
had only to. be faced occasionally, it 
might have’ been set down to acci- 
dent, or lack of understanding, — but 
because it is a chronic condition, re- 
peated over and over again, and last- 
ing in character, the West has come 
to the conclusign it is the result of 
deliberate and selfish intent. On no 
other ground can the West explain, 
for example, the readiness with which 
tens of millions of dollars are voted 
for Welland and St. Lawrence canal 
betterments and harbor improvements 
in the East, while the West is forced 
to fight every inch of the way to se- 
cure a Western outlet through Hud- 
son’s Bay.

Men in Northern Russia Will 
Brought Home 

London, — Winston Churchill, see- 
retary of state for war, sent a tele- 
gram in his own name to the British 
troops in northern Russia, sa:+s % 
Mail, promising that they would be 
supported and relieved at the earliest 
possible moment, and that the men 
who had been there for mouths will 
be brought home as soon as other 
troops are sent to take their places, 

The men for the relieving force 
have been provisionally selecred, and 
lectures have been given them on the 
Russian situation. Troops kent iu the 
army under the military service act 
will also be invited to volyntee-, says 
the Mail, and there may possibly be 
an appeal extended to demobilized 
men, The military authoritics are 
said to be confident that preparations 
being made will assure relief, but 
that the next two months will be fil- 
led with anxiety. 


Esthonians~are Victorious Over the 
Bolsheviki 

Copenhagen, — The capture of sev- 
en villages, 500 prisoners and large 
quantities of war material is reported 
in an official statement issued from 
the Esthonian army headquarters. 
The Esthonian troops continue to ad- 
vance according to the statement, 
which reads: 

“As a result of Bolsheviki defeats, 
fighting is being carried further into 
Russian territory, On April 6, Fs- 
thonian forces crossed the Narova 
river south of Narva and captured 
seven villages and 200 prisoners, On 
the same day they stormed the town 
of Gdov, on the eastern bank of Lake 
Peipus and captured 300 men and 
considerable war material,”

32,454 Were Killed Out of Total of 
34,250 

Berlin, — Prussia’s huge losses in 

officers and men during the war are 

indicated by a staff officer who 


writes in the Lokal Anzeifier, He 
submits figures compiled from the 
official casualty lists to show that 
32,454 active officers at the front 
were killed, wounded or missing out 
of a total of 34,250, and that more 
than 4,330,000 soldiers were killed, 


wounded or missing, out of a total of 
10,178,000, who actually fought at the 
front. 

He points out that these figures be- 
lie the stories sometimes heard that 
the Prussian officers did not attack 
with their men, and asserts that their 
losses were particularly heavy in the 
first two years, but were much less in 
the later years of the war, because 
the officers had to be saved for gen- 
eral staff work,

Haig Tells How 
‘ Victory Was Won 


London. — Field Marshal Sir 
Douglas Haig in his final « dispatch, 
just made public, presents a view in 
detail of the expansion and achieve- 
ments of the British army, with many 
remarkable facts and figures. He 
treats the operations of the western 


in which can be recognized the same 


general features and necessary stages | 
, that, between forces of approximately 


equal strength, have marked all the 


conclusive battles of history. 

“The high water mark of our fight- 
ing, strength.in infantry,” says the 
British commander, “was only reach- 
ed after two and a half ycars of con- 
flict, by which time heavy casualties 
had already. been incurred. It was 
not until midsummer, 1916, that the 
artillery situation became even. ap- 


During the Somme battle, artillery 
ammunition had to be watched with 
During 1917, am- 
mhunition was plentiful, but the gun 
Situation caused anxicty. It was only 
in 1918 that artillery operations could 


be conducted without any limiting 
consideration beyond that of trans- 
port. K 

“The 'margin with which the Ger- 
man onrush of 1916 was stemmed.was 
so narrow, and the subsequent strug- 
gle.was so severe that the word 
‘miraculous’ is hardly too strong a 
term to describe the recovery and 
ultimate victory of the allies. 

“The breakdown of Russia in 1917 
probably prolonger the war by a 
year, and the military situation in 
Italy in the autumn of 1917 necessi- 
,tated the transfer of five British divi- 
sions to Italy at a time when their 
presence in France might have had 
far-reaching: effects.” 

’ Sir Douglas records the interesting 
fact that more than half the British 
casualties in the fighting of 1918 oc- 
curred during the five months from 


March to July, when the allies were 
on the defensive. 

“The rapid collapse of Germany’s 
military powers in the latter half of 
1918,” he says, “was the logical out- 
come of the fighting of the previous 
two years. It would not have taken 
place but for that period of ceaseless 
attrition which used up the German 
reserves. It is in the great battles of 
1916 and 1917 that all have to seck 
for the secret of our victary in 1918. 

The value of cavalry in modern 
war is emphasized by Sir Douglas 
Haig, and, in discussing the value of 
mechanical contrivances such as 
tanks, he observes that, immense as 
their influence might have been, they 


could not by themselves decide a cam- 
paign. Their true role is to assist 
infantrymen by whose rifles and bay- 
oncts only can decisive victory be 
won. 

The expansion of British person- 
nel, artillery, ammunition, transport, 
railway construction and establish- 
ments of every kind in France is 
dwelt upon by the field marshal, Re- 
garding machine guns, the British 
equipment increased from one gun to 
500°infantrymen in 1914 to one to 
twenty infantrymen in 1916. The 486 
pieces of artillery, with which the 
British took the field in 1914, were 
represented at the date of the armis- 
tice by 6,437, 

On the first days of the Somme 
battle of 1916, nearly 13,000 tons of 


Hungary Can Pay Debts 


Paris, —The mission to Hun- 
gary headed by General Jan 
Christian Smuts, has reported 
on the prospect of the pay- 
ment by Hungary of her debts. 
The impression gained by the 
commission, the report. stated, 
was that there might be some 
chance of adjustment through 
friendly negotiations, Other- 
wise, it was added, it was diffi- 
cult to see any chance what- 
ever, 


artillery ammunition were fired by 
the British on the western front. On 
two days, September 20 and 21, 1917, 
42,000 tons were expended, and in the 
three days of the crucial battle on 
September 27, 28 and 29, 1918, nearly 
65,000 tons were fired by the British 
artillery, - 

Sir Douglas says that the feature 
of the war, which to the historian 
may well appear most noteworthy, is 
the creation of the new British army, 
which was successfully built up in the 
very midSt of the war. 

“The total of more than 327,000 
German prisoners captured by us on 
theayestern front,” says Sir Douglas, 
‘is \in striking contrast to the force 
of six divisions, comprising some 80,- 
000 fighting men, with which we en- 
tered the war. That we should have 
been able to accomplish this stupen- 
dous task is due partly to the loyalty 
and devotion of our allies and to the 
splendid work of the royal navy, but 
mainly to the wonderful spirit of the 
British race in all parts of the world.”

~ Will Aid Bolsheviki 


Paris, — The chief cause of anx- 
icty in connection with the evacua- 
tion of Odessa by the allies and its 
occupation by the Bolsheviki lies in 
the fact that most fertile regions in 
southern Russia have fallen into the 
hands of the Bolsheviki forces, giv- 
ing them immense resources of gfain, 
coal and minerals, 

The reason for the 
ment was the constantly increasing 
menace of the» Bolsheviki soldiery 
‘Lagainst the allied garrison, which was 
able to\maintain its supplies with 
greatest difficulty, The commander 
thereupon decided to .withdraw his 
troops, numbering approximately 50,- 
000, The troops retired to Ruimania 
and Constantinople,

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LESSON 


LESSON FOR APRIL 20 — THE 
RISEN LORD 


1, the Visit of the Women te the 
Sepulchre (28:1), 

They came early to see the sepul- 
chre, Their zeal and love exceeded 
that of even Peter, James and John. 
“Women were last at the cross and 
first at the tomb.” 

2. The Earthquake (28:4). 

This occurred when the glorious 
angel descended to roll the stone 
away from the tomb, ‘This work of 
the angel was not to allow Jesus to 
escape but to show that the tomb 
was empty. Christ needed not the 
help of a glorious angel, for he was 
raised up by his own power as the 
seal of his atoning work upon the 
cross. The open tomb and the angel 
sitting upon the stone with calm dig- 
nity is a picture of God’s triumph 
over the devil, and the terror of the 
keepers is a sample of what all of 
rist’s enemies shall one day exper- 
ience when he comes in glory tu 
reign as king, 

3. The Angel’s Message 
Women (28:5-7), ~ 

1, “Fear not” (v: 5). While the ene- 
mies have occasion to fear, those who 
love the Lord receive good news 
from the empty tomb. The Lord will 
not long leave those who follow him, 
in suspense and dread. The empty 
tomb puts an end to all doubts and 
fears. It is the proof that the ques- 
tion of sin is dealt with and , that 
God is- satisfied, carrying with it the 
assutance of eternal victory. 

2. “Come sce” (v. 6). The angel 
said that the Lord had risen, and in- 
vited the women to see the place 
where he lay. 

3. “Come quickly” (vy. 7), The wo- 
men must see for themselves and 
then go tell the message. Experience 
must precede testimony. They were 
to go quickly to the disciples with 
the blessed message, with the assur- 
ance that the Lord would go before 
and meet them. 

4, Jesus -Mects 
(28:8-10), 

The women rendered instant obe- 
dience and were running to bring 
word to the disciples. Jesus met 
them-on the way. Those who have 
an experimental knowledge of Christ 
should speedily go to tell pthers of it. 
To all such the Lord will appear and 
bring joy. 

5. What Christ’s Resurrection 
Guarantees to Us (1 Cor. 15). 

1, The integrity of the Scriptures 
(v. 3, 4).~ The Old Testament Scrip- 
tures told of the advent, death and 
resurrection of Christ. Christ’s resur- 
rection gave the seal of authentica- 
tion to them, Christ rebuked the dis- 
ciples on the way to Emmaus for 
their disbelief of the Scriptures con- 
cerning the resurrection (Luke 24:13- 
26). 

2. The reality of the divine person 
(Rom, 1:4), Jesus claimed to be one 
with the Father. He predicted his 
coming forth from the dead (Matt. 16: 
21). He declared that no one could 
take his life from him. He had power 
to lay his life down and™take it up 
again (John 10:15-18). He died be- 
cause he willed to do so, The life 
which he laid down must be resumed 
at the completion of his sacrificial 
work,~ His coming forth from the 
grave proved that he was what he 
had claimed to be. 

3. The sufficiency of Christ's aton- 
ing sacrifice (Rom, 4:25). On the 
cross Christ exclaimed “It is finish- 
ed.”
